My Dear Hume: 

You will remember thet several weeks ago 
you were appointed along with myself, Mr.lacWurchy and 
Professor Smith as a Committee of the Alumni to further 
the effort being made by the various Universities of the 
Dominion to get the Government to furnish financial assist- 
ance to Overseas men who were desirous of undertaking or 
completing their University courses but were unable to do 
so for financial reasons. I was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee which got out a circular to the Alumni in 
different parts of the country asking them to support the 
movement. I have not troubled you in the matter heretofore 
as no special opportunity of the Alumni further assisting 
has presented itself. I am writing now, however, to ask 
you to be good enough, if you will, to see if you can find 
out how the Government is viewing the matter and what the 


real obstacle in the way is. Sir Robert Falconer was in 
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Ottawa Saturday and interviewed Sir James Lougheed and seems 
to have been somewhat discouraged by the result. 

I am enclosing you, for your private information, 
a short abstract of some 140 letters from returned men which 
were received in answer to a questionaire which was sent out 
by the Alumni Association asking them if they proposed to 
continue their University course and if not, why not. These 
are of course only some of the cases but will serve to show 
that there is great need of the assistance asked for. It would 
of course not do to use any of the names of the writers of the 
letters though I suppose there is no reason why the contents of 
any of them should not be quoted. 

if there is any further information that I can 
obtain for you I shall be very glad to furnish it if I can.
